REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior 
references of record teach or suggest silicone adhesive sheets which comprise a first layer of a 
curable silicone and a second layer of a curable silicone adjacent to and in contact with the first 
layer, wherein the second layer has a curing time which is at least five times greater than the first 
curable silicone, as specified by JIS K 6300. O'Brien et al. and Romenesko et al. do not teach or 
suggest that both curable silicone layers are addition-curable. While Sagunama et al. and Modic 
et al. do teach that both silicone layers may be cured addition curing (i.e., hydrosilylation) 
mechanisms, they do not teach or suggest that the two silicone layers have different curing rates. 
There is nothing which can be gleaned from these teachings which would suggest to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art the benefit or advantage to having different curing rates for the 
two curable silicone layers. Simply stated, there is nothing inherent or implicit in any of the 
prior art references of record which would anticipate or render obvious the limitations of instant 
claim 1 . 



Rejoinder 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6 and 36-38 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 1 1-13, 16-18, 21-23, 26, 27, 31, 32, 33 and 34, 
from Applicant's supplemental amendment, dated 12/19/08, are directed to the process of making 
or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104.

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 
10/17/07 is hereby withdrawn.
